In 1911 the total expended forsick benefit amounted to $201,290,03, of which amount 20 I IO per cent, 
or $40,460.50, was paid to members suffering from tuberculosis. 
This shows a reduction of 28 9-10 percent 
in 21 years. 


These figures are based on a general average, while as a m atter of fact, those suffering from tuberculo­ 
s i s are more generally sick, and hence more liable to draw sick benefit, so that the average amount is nec­ 
essarily and reasonably not fully covered in the figures given,
